Of 
the state tax of $5,005,500.78 out of which the 
prisons are supported, New York paid $2,090,- 
313.44. 
Her proper proportion of the prison 
money would therefore be $818,843.04. 
In 
the single item of prison support she received 
back $839,437.57 more than she paid. There 
was expended duriug the same year for asy 
lums, reformatories and hospitals $1,933, 
031.43, of which New York’s proportion was 
fully as large as for the state prisons.

the canals are maintained almost exclusively 


f o r her benefit, and these cost the state 
788,046 71. 
New Y ork’s excess of school tax 
which went to other counties was $1,010,188 
63.

RHODE IS LAND POLITICS . 


Tbc Elm ira Ga zette ex hibits either a la­ 
m entable amount of ignorance or a rep rehcn 
sible stock of m endacity in discussing the 
p olitics of Rhode Island. 
It accuses the Re­ 
p ublicans of continuously stealing the state, 
by dep riving foreign born citizens of the 
right of suffrage. 
Here is a sentence from its 
article: 
During Rep ublican control foreign born citizens 
were not admitted to the same right of suffrage en­ 
joyed by foreign bora citizens in other states nor 
the same right ex ercised by the native born. 


“ D uring Rep ublican control.” 
Does not 
the Ga zette know that the Rep ublican p arty, 
when it came into ex istence, found the very 
condition that that p ap er comp lains of ? The 
ex clusion of foreign born citizens was p ut in 
the original 
constitution and kep t there 
through all p olitical changes. 
Previous to 
the war the state was Democratic a good deal 
of the time. It cast its electoral votes for Jeffer 
son. Monroe, Van Buren and Pierce. 
If the 
Democrats had objected in these elections to 
what the Ga zette calls the Rep ublican m ethod 
of stealing the state, they had the op p ortunity 
to change the constitution. 
It was not a Re 
p ublican fault that they failed to imp rove it. 
After the war the federal constitution wn 
found to need certain amendments. 
Con 
gross p rop osed the famous fifteenth amend 
ment, which declared that “ the right of citizens 
of the United States shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any 
state on account of race, color, n a tivity, or 
p revious condition of servitude.” 
The word 
in italics struck directly at the offensive 
p eculiarity in the Rhode Island constitution 
B ut that little commonwealth had Congress 
under her thum b. 
The vote of two-thirds of 
the states by their Legislatures was necessary 
for the ratification of the amendment, and 
the vote of Rhode Island was needed. T hat 
state refused to ratify until the word “ nativ ­ 
ity” was stricken out. and Congress yielded. 
This was the first effort on record to correct 
the wrong of Rhode Island. 
It was made 
by a Rep ublican Congress. 
During the w ar a p romise had been made 
to the foreign born citizens who assisted 
filling the state’s quota of troop s that the 
striction in the constitution should be re­ 
moved as far as it affected them. 
At tin 
-Presidential election in 187(1 an am endm ent 
was subm itted to the p eop le, giving hon­ 
orably discharged soldiers of the “ late war 
the right to vote at all elections on the same 
conditions 
as 
native born citizens. 
The 
am endm ent was subm itted by a Rep ublican 
Legislature, and advocated by Rep ublicans in 
the newsp ap ers and on the stum p , whil< 
Dem ocrats op enly op p osed it, on the ground 
that it discrim inated in favor of the soldiers 
of the “ blanked nigger w ar,” then as now i 
v ery obnox ious set of p eop le to Democrats 
T he am endment received 
11,0159 votes to 
10,94m cast against it. 
As an aflirmative vote 
of three-tifths was required, it was lost. The 
vote for Mr. Tilden was 10,712, or about the 
same as that east against the amendm ent. 
The same am endm ent was subm itted again 
by a Rep ublican Legislature in Ap ril, 1*86, 
and carried by a vote of is ,903 to 1.477. This 
p rep ared the way for a broader am endm ent, 
enfranchising every male citizen and abolish­ 
ing the p rop erty qualification, which was 
subm itted to the p eop le in Ap ril, 1888. 
The 
vote in favor of this am endm ent was 20,008. 
while that for the Rep ublican candidate for 
Governor was 20,774. The op p osing vote, al­ 
most solidly Dem ocratic,and cast chiefly in 
the Democratic towns, was 12,1915. 
T he vic­ 
tory for free suffrage was won after years of 
effort. 
Every step towards the good result 
had lieen taken by a Rep ublican Legisla­ 
ture. 
The Ga zette in its ex ultation over the recent 
result in Rhode Island, as som ething due to 
the liberalizing ot the suffrage, forgets that 
in 1887 the same Davis who was its p arty’s 
candidate last week, was elected Governor by 
a p lurality of 2,984 over Mr. W etmore, and 
by a m ajority over the whole of 1,0*9. 
The 
very nex t year the Rep ublican p lurality was 
8,581. The recent election does not show a 
gain of 200 votes by the enlargem ent of the 
suffrage. 
This is due to two causes. 
First, 
a very large p rop ortion of foreign-born resi 
dents had acquired the p rop erty qualification, 
namely the ownership of $134 worth of real 
estate; and, second, a great many who had 
not acquired this qualification were allowed 
by election officers to treat the p roscrip tive 
p rovision as a dead letter. 
Ti e Rep ublican 
m ajority has not dim inished, but local causes 
have larger effect up on the results of these 
A p ril elections in Rhode Island than would 
be manifest in a larger state. 
In a Presiden­ 
tial election or one that involves the choice of 
a United States Senator, “ Little 
Rho<ly’> 
never swerves from her allegiance.

It has been the custom of foreigners, like 
Dickens in “ 31 art iu Chuzzlew it,” and so on 
down to Max O’Rcll, to satirize and sneer at 
us; to say that we claim distinction that doe 
not belong to us, while in fact we arc looked 
up on with contemp t. 
It makes no different 
that we have given to the world great inven­ 
tions in steam and electricity; that we were 
trong enough to squander three mil'ions of 
men and twelve thousand millions of dollars 
in civil war and yet were left the richest p eo­ 
p le on the face of the globe—all this failed to 
make an imp ression. 
But when the Ameri­ 
can base ball team faced the effete civiliza 
tion of the globe they bowed in hum ility and 
raised the loud acclaim. 
[Laughter and ap ­ 
p lause.] 
‘If there was anything that ever kep t the 
cockles of my heart beating with p ride for 
my country it was the story of your p rogress 
around the globe. 
I rend of you in the ¡Sand­ 
wich Islands, where w ithout any clothes the 
Kiug and the p eop le greeted you. 
We read 
of you on the p lains of Egyp t, where the p yra­ 
mids that have looked dow n on forty cen 
turies and have seen their p eop les disap p ear 
reeted you until the ap p lause rattled the 
iones of I’arueses and Pharoah, and the 
Sp hinx bowed its head and handed the box 
to the cap tain of the team. 
[Laughter. 
Recently Mr. Gladstone said to me, what 
is the difference between your p ress and ours? 
I rep lied, yours give ten colum ns of Parlia 
raenlary rep orts and a half-column of criek- 
t; ours give ten colum ns of baseball aud 
half a column of sp eeches. 
You ask what is 
the reason ? The reason is that you have got 
to work out the scheme of your liberty. 
It 
is your most im p ortant duty, and p lay with 
you is an ex crescence. 
But we have worked 
out our liberties and we have time to p lay 
W e have 65,000,000 p eop le in this country 
differing in everything else, but united on 
base ball. 
The wonder of it is that only 
about 6,000 p eop le understand the game, aud 
there is danger that they will become the ar­ 
istocracy.” 
I remember the terrible ex citement when 
the news came from W ashington that W ard 
was lost, and Chicago had got him. The Sen­ 
ate adjourned. 
The President turned out the 
ollieeseekers and took a v acation.” 
[Rounds 
f laughter.] 
M ark Twain gave the follow ing ludicrous 
descrip tion of the Sandwich Islands p eop le: 
Though not a native, as intim ated by the 
Chairman, I have visited, a great many years 
ago, the Sandwich Isla n d s-th a t p eaceful 
land, that beautiful land, that far off home 
of p rofound rep ose, aud soft indolence, and 
Ireamy solitude, where life is one long, slum- 
berless Sabbath, the clim ate one long deli­ 
cious sum m er day, and the good that die ex ­ 
p erience no change, for they but fall asleep 
in oue heaven and wake up in another. 
And 
these boys have p layed base ball there!—base 
ball, which is the very symbol, the out­ 
ward 
and 
visible 
ex p ression 
of 
the 
drive 
and 
p ush 
and 
rush 
and struggle of the raging, tearing, booming 
nineteenth century ! 
One cannot realize it, 
the p lace and the fact are so incongruous; it’s 
like interrup ting a funeral with a circus. 
W hy, there’s no legitim ate p oint of contact, 
no p ossible kinship between baseball and the 
Sandwich Islands; base ball is all fact, the 
islands all sentiment. In base ball you’ve got 
to do everything just right or you’ don’t get 
there; in the islands you’ve got to do every­ 
thing just wrong o r ‘you can’t stay there. 
You do it wrong to get it right, for if you do 
it right you get it wrong; there isn’t any way 
to get it right but to do it. wrong, and the 
wronger you do it the lighter it is. 
The natives illustrate this ev eryday. They 
never mount a horse from the larboard side, 
they always m ount him from the starboard; 
on the otber hand, they never milk a cow on 
the starboard side, they always milk her on 
the larboard; it’s why you see so many shoit 
p eop le there—they've got their heads kicked 
off.

Aud so, from always doing everything 
wrong end first that way it makes them lefu 
handed—left-handed and cross-eyed; they are 
all so. 
When a child is born the mothe 
goes right along w ith her ordinary work 
w ithout losing half a day—it’s the father that 
knock off anil goes to bed till begetsov cr the 
circumstance.

The native language is soft and liquid and 
flex ible, and in every way efficient and satis 
factory—till you get m ad; then, there you 
are; there isn’t anything in it to swear with.

RHUDE ISLA ED POLITICS. 


The Elm ira Gazette exhibits either a la­ 
mentable amount of ignorance or a reprehen­ 
sible stock of mendacity in discussing the 
politics of Rhode Island. 
It accuses the Re­ 
publicans of continuously stealing the state, 
by depriving foreign born citizens of the 
right of suffrage. 
Here is a sentence from its 
article: 


D uring R ep u b lican co n tro l foreign bo rn citizens 
w ere not ad m itte d to th e sam e rig h t of su ffrag e en ­ 
jo y ed by foreign born citizens in o th e r s ta te s nor 
th e sam e rig h t exercised by th e n ativ e born. 
“ During Republican control.” 
Docs not 
the Gazette know that the Republican party, 
when it came into existence, found the very 
condition that that paper complains of ? The 
exclusion of foreign born citizens was put in 
the original 
constitution and kept there 
through all political changes. 
Previous to 
the war the state was Democratic a good deal 
ofthetim e. It cast itselectoral votes for Jeffer­ 
son, Monroe, Van Duren and Pierce. 
II the 
Democrats had objected in these elections to 
what the Gazette calls the Republican method 
of stealing the state, they had the opportunity 
to change the constitution. 
It was not a Re­ 
publican fault that they failed to improve it. 
After the war the federal constitution was 
found to need certain amendments. 
Con­ 
gress proposed the famous fifteenth amend­ 
ment,which declared that “ the right of citizens 
of the United States shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any 
state on account of race, color, natirity, or 
previous condition of servitude.” 
The word 
in italics struck directly at the offensive 
peculiarity in the Rhode Island constitution. 
But that little commonwealth had Congress 
under her thum b. 
The vote of two-thirds of 
the states by their Legislatures was necessary 
for the ratification of the amendment, and 
the vote of Rhode Island was needed. That 
state refused to ratify until the word “ nativ­ 
ity” was strieken out. and Congress yielded. 
This was the first effort on record to correct 
the wrong of Rhode Island. 
It was made 
by a Republican Congress. 
During the w ar a promise had l>een made 
to the foreign born citizens who assisted in 
filling the state’s quota of troops that the re­ 
striction in the constitution should be re­ 
moved as far as it affected them. 
At the 
-Presidential election in 187(i an amendment 
was submitted to the people, giving hon­ 
orably discharged soldiers of the “ late w ar” 
the right to vote at all elections on the same 
conditions 
as 
native born citizens. 
The 
amendment was subm itted by a Republican 
Legislature, and advocated by Republicans in 
the newspapers and on the stum p, while 
Democrats openly opposed it, on the ground 
that it discrim inated in favor of the soldiers 
of the “ blanked nigger w ar,” then as now a 
very obnoxious set of people to Democrats. 
The am endment received 11,039 votes to 
10,948 cast against it. 
As an affirmative vote 
of three-fifths was required, it was lost. The 
vote for Mr. Tilden was 10,712, or about the 
same as that cast against the amendment. 
The same amendment was submitted again 
by a Republican Legislature in April, 1886, 
and carried by a vote of 18,903 to 1,477. This 
prepared the way for a broader amendment, 
enfranchising every male citizen and abolish­ 
ing the property qualification, which was 
submitted to the people in April, 1888. 
The 
vote in favor of this amendment was 20,068, 
while that for the Republican candidate for 
Governor was 20,774. The opposing vote, al­ 
most solidly Democratic,and cast chiefly in 
the Democratic towns, was 12,193 
The vic­ 
tory for free suffrage was won after years of 
effort. 
Every step towards the good result 
had l>een taken by a Republican Legisla­ 
ture. 
The Gazette in its exultation over the recent 
result in Rhode Island, as som ething due to 
the liberalizing ot the suffrage, forgets that 
in 1887 the same Davis who was its party’s 
candidate last week, was elected Governor by 
a plurality of 2,984 over Mr. W etmore, and 
by a m ajority over the whole of 1,0*9. 
The 
very next year the Republican plurality was 
8,581. The recent election does not show 
gain of 200 votes by the enlargement of the 
suffrage. 
T his is due to two causes. 
First, 
a very large proportion of foreign-born resi 
dents had acquired the property qualification, 
namely the ownership of .<¡134 worth of real 
estate; and, second, a great many who had 
not acquired this qualification were allowed 
by election officers to treat the proscriptive 
provision as a dead letter. 
The Republican 
m ajority has not diminished, but local causes 
have larger effect upon the results of these 
April elections in Rhode Island than would 
be manifest in a larger state. 
In a Presiden­ 
tial election or one that involves the choice of 
a United States Senator, “ Little 
Rhody ’ 
never swerves from her allegiance. 


Hulsapple (Republican) 1,124. 
So much for 
the power of H ill's “ natural” leadership in 
West Troy. 
Even with the help of the Mur­ 
phy gang, he was beaten more than two to 
one. 
The second battle took 
place in 
the 
eleventh W atervliet district at 
Menand’s, 
a 
small 
railway 
station 
about 
three 
miles north of Albany. 
At 7 o’clock a . m . 
Capt. Storan came down from Troy with 
about sixty of M urphy’s ruffians, who said 
they were going to see a fair election and the 
leadership of David B. Hill vindicated. 
The 
election appears to have proceeded without 
disturbance and the polls closed at 0 o’clock. 
Then 20 Albany policemen made their ap­ 
pearance. 
Their first act was to knock down 
a young man named Clifford, whose father 
was a candidate for a small office ou the Hill 
ticket. 
He was told he had been there long 
enough, and was dragged out. 
Then, one 
after auother, a Republican watcher, a Re­ 
publican Inspector, a Republican poll clerk, 
and the llill-M urphy watchers and officers 
were led out, until none but members of the 
Herrick gang were left. 
These proceeded 
to count the vote. 
Grogan had 397, McLean 
(Murphy's man) 20, and Hulsapple (Repub 
lican) 56. 
The vote on Supervisor was 
also counted with a nearly similar result. 
Though there were 88 other candidates on 
each of the tickets the count was then discon­ 
tinued. the men who had it in charge declar­ 
ing that the votes ou all the candidates cor­ 
responded with that for Police Justice. 
The 
district is Republican when a free vote is per­ 
mitted. 
T hus Harrison received 333 and 
Cleveland 251. 
The great Napoleon once announced his 
conviction that “ the Lord is on the side of 
the heaviest artillery.” 
Gov. Hill has proba­ 
bly learned by the events of yesterday that 
Democratic leadership is on the side of the 
heaviest clubs.

Grogan, H errick candidate for Police Ju s­ 
tice, succeeded in capturing the police board, 
and 26 special policemen, all rough, muscu­ 
lar, aud spoiling for a fight, were sworn in 
Then Grogan got the Sheriff of Albany coun­ 
ty to send him in addition a num ber of spe­ 
cial deputies. 
Against these were the regular 
police of the village, consisting of a Captain 
and Sergeant nnd ten men. 
There were iu the field three full tickets— 
Herrick Democratic, Hill or M urphy Dem­ 
ocratic, and Republican. 
Ed. M urphy sent 
his ruffians over from Troy quite early in the 
day to carry the election. 
W hen the M ur­ 
phy gang tried to vote they were set upon by 
the special officers with their clubs, and a 
number of them were carried, battered and 
bleeding, to the station house. 
A Herrick re­ 
peater could vote as often as he chose, but a 
Murphy repeater could not vote at all. There 
were bloody fights by the dozen in almost 
every ward, but when the polls closed and 
the votes were counted, Grogan had 1,768,

and struggle of the raging, tearing, booming 
nineteenth century ! 
One cannot realize it 
the place and the fact arc so incongruous 
like interrupting a funeral with a circus 
Why, there’s no legitimate point of contact 
no possible kinship between baseball and the 
Sandwich Islands; base ball is all fact 
islands all sentiment. In base ball you’ve got 
to do everything just right or you' don’t get 
there; in the islands you’ve got to do every 
thing just wrong or you can’t stay there 
You do it wrong to get it right, for if you do 
it right you get it wrong; there isn’t any way 
to get it right but to do it. wrong, and the 
wronger you do it the Tighter it is. 
The natives illustrate tnis everyday. They 
never mount a horse from the larboard side 
they always m ount him from the starboard 
on the other hand, they never milk a cow on 
the starboard side, they always milk her 011 
the larboard; it’s why you see so many shoit 
people there—they've got their heads kicked 
off. 
When they meet on the road they don 
turn out to the right, they turn out to the 
left. 
Aud so, from always doing everything 
wrong end first that way it makes them lefi- 
handed—left-liandcd and cross-eyed; they are 
all so. 
When a child is born the mother 
goes riirht along with her ordinary work 
without losing half a day—it’s the father that 
knock off and goes to bed till hegetsover the 
circumstance.

The native language is soft and liquid and 
flexible, and in every way efficient and satis­ 
factory—till you get mad; then, there you 
are; there isn’t anything in it to swear with.

grounds

necessary by the demands of business and 
commerce. 
Something should he done to 
make more attractive and comfortable the 
many thousand school grounds in the State 
which now lack a tree or shrub either for use 
or ornament. It is hoped where school grounds 
are too limited to admit of trees that the 
proper authorities may soon he induced to 
secure additional land.

We have 
the treasure—millions upon millions—and it 
must be laid at the feet of Christ. As goes 
America so goes the great Anglo Saxon 
race. As goes this race so goes the cause of 
Christ. As goes America so goes the world. 
Thus by all power and skill within us let us 
see to it that for the sake of the world 
America shall go right.”

The first general observance of Arbor Day 
in this State under the act of the Legislature 
passed last year, entitled "An act to encour 
age arboriculture,” will he on Friday, May 
Slate Superintendent of Schools A. S. 
Draper will issue a programme not later than 
April 15, giving a general plan for its ob­ 
servance by the schools in reference to trans­ 
planting trees, etc. The Superintendent has 
invited suggestions from all who are inter­ 
ested In the subject. He says: "The plain 
intent of the law is to encourage the planting, 
protection and preservation of trees and 
shrubs with such other features as will tend 
to impress upon the minds of all de- 
irahility of beautifying school grounds 
and 
of 
doing 
something to 
over 
come the destruction of trees made 
necessary by the demands of business and 
commerce. Something should he done to 
make more attractive and comfortable the 
many thousand school grounds in the State 
which now lack a tree or shrub either for use 
or ornament. It is hoped where school grounds 
are too limited to admit of trees that the 
proper authorities may soon he induced to 
secure additional land. 
The planting of 
trees may, veiy properly, he supplemented 
by literary exercises out-of-doors when 
weather permits, and in the school house 
where out-of-door exercises are not advisable. 
* * The exercises may be as simple or 
extended as the opportunities or advantages 
may provide. If a tree cannot be planted, 
let it to a vine or shrub, or an ivy. Let some 
rowing thing testify to the observance of the 
(lav and the interest of the school children in 
it.” 


A T R O Y E D IT O R ’S N A R R O W E S C A P E . 
The SteaniHliip He was on Collided w ith 
Two Schooners. 
David S. Hashrouck, formerly of Ron 
dout, but now of the editorial staff of the 
Troy Times, is enjoying a vacation in taking 
a trip through the South,accompanied by his 
wife. In a letter, dated Norfolk, March 29, 
to the limes, Mr. Hashrouck tells of the nar­ 
row escape that he and his wife had from 
serious injury on board the Old Dominion 
steamship Wyanokc. 
In a dense fog off 
Abseeom, N. J., the steamship collided with 
the schooner Ruth Darling, which vessel was 
cut nearly in two and sunk in less than five 
miuutcs. The Captain and a seaman were 
drowned. The shock of the collisiou awoke 
all on hoard the Wyanokc, anil among the 
others Mr. Hashrouck anil his wife rushed 
on deck. 
It was feared the steam 
ship 
was 
going down 
and 
every­ 
body on hoard prepared for the worst. There 
were ntout 100 saloon passengers on boaid, 
among them being Airs. Catlin, wife of Gen­ 
eral Catlin, ex-Dislrict Attorney of Brook­ 
lyn, and sister in-law of General Tracy, Sec­ 
retary of the Navy, with her little son. About 
10 miuutes after the first collision another 
large schooner suddenly loomed into view, 
and came directly across the steamer’s how. 
It veered a few points and scraped along the 
Wyanoke’s starboard quarter forward, tear­ 
ing away a little of the top hamper, hut oth­ 
erwise doing no damage, liad it struck the 
steamer a few feet further aft it would have 
crashed into the Wyanokc amidships, and the 
Captain of the steamer says, " The Wyanokc 
would have lain alongside the Darling,” aud 
probably all on board gone down with it. 
It was a narrow escape from instant destruc­ 
tion.

RHUDE ISLA SD POLITICS. 


The Elmira Gazttte exhibits either a la­ 
mentable unn amt of ignorance or n reprvhen 
slide stock of mendacity in discussing the 
politics of Rhode Island. 
It accuses the Re­ 
publicans of continuously stealing the state, 
by depriving foreign born citizens of the 
right of suffrage. 
Here is a sentence from its 
article: 


During Republican control foreign born citizens 
were not adm itted to the sam e right of suffrage en ­ 
joyed bv foreign bom el I lien* in other states nor 
the sa me right exercised by the native born. 
“ During Republican control.” 
Docs not 
the Gazette know that the Republican party, 


w h e n it came into existence, found the very 
condition that that paper complains of ? The 
exclusion of foreign ts>rn citizens was put iii 
tile original constitution and kept tim e 
through all political changes. 
Previous to 


th e w a r the state was Democratic a good deal 


o f the time. It cast its electoral votes for Jeffer­ 
son, Monroe. Van Buren and Pierce. 
If the 
Democrats had objected in these elections to 
what the Gazette calls the Republican method 
o f stealing the state, they had the opportunity 


to change the constitution 
It was not ii Re­ 
publican fault that they failed to improve it. 
After the war the federal constitution was 
found to need certain amendments. 
Con 
glean proposed the famous fifteenth amend­ 
ment, which declared that “ the right of citizens 
of the United States shall not la1 denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any 
state on account of rate, color, nativity, or 
previous condition of servitude.” The won! 
in italics struck directly at the offensive 
peculiarity in the Rhode Island constitution. 
Rut that little commonwealth had C o n g ress 
under lier thumb. 
The vote of two-thirds of 
the states by their Legislatures was necessary 
for the ratification of the amendment, and 
the vote of Rhode Island was needed. That 
state refused to ratify until the word “ naliv 
ily" was stricken out. and Congress yielded. 
This was the first effort on record to correct 
the wrong of Rhode Island. 
It was made 
by a Republican Congress. 
During the warn promise had tieen made 
to the foreign born citizens who Assisted in 
Ailing the state’s quota of troops that the* re­ 
striction in the constitution should lie re 
moved as far as it affected them. 
At the 
Presidential election in I HT** an amendment 
was submitted to the people, giving hon­ 
orably disc barged soldiers of the “ late w ar" 
the right to vote at all elections on the same 
conditions us 
native ls>rn citizens. 
The 
amendment was submitted by a Republican 
Legislature, and advocated by Republicans in 
the newspapers and on the stump, while 
Democrats openly opposed it, on the ground 
that it discriminated iii favor of the soldiers 
of the “ blanked nigger war,” then us now a 
very obnoxious set of people to Democrat*. 
The amendment received 
11,0:19 votes to 
10,94m oust against it. 
As an affirmative vote 
of three fifths was required, it was lost. The 
vote for Mr. Tilden was 10,712, or ut*>ut the 
same as that cast against the amendment. 
The same amendment was submitted again 
by a Republican Legislature in April, IsHd, 
and carried by a vote of I*,MKI to 1.477. This 
prepared the way for a broader amendment, 
enfranchising every male citizen and aladish- 
ing the property qualification, which was 
submitted to the jteople in April, IHNS. 
The 
vote in favor of this amendment was 20.OOH, 
while that for the Republican candidate for 
Governor w as 20,774. The o|»po»ing vote, a1 
most solidly Democ rat ic,and east chiefly in 
the Democratic towns, was 12,19d 
The vic­ 
tory for free suffrage was won after years of 
effort. 
Every step towards the good result 
had lieeu taken by u Republican legisla­ 
ture. 
The Gazette in its exultation over the recent 
result in Rhode Island, as something due to 
the liberalizing ot the suffrage, forgets that 
in I HH 7 the same Davis who was its party’s 
candidate last w eek, was elected Governor by 
a plurality of 2.9S4 over Mr. Wetmore, and 
by a majority over the w hole of 1,0*9. 
The 
very next \enr the Republican plurality was 
8,-V*I. The recent election doe* not show a 
gain of 200 votes by the enlargement of the 
suffrage. 
This is due to two cause*. 
First, 
a very large proportion of foreign Is im resi 
dent* had acquired the pnqierty qualification, 
namely the ownership of $i;i4 worth of real 
estate; and, second, a great many who had 
not acquired this qualification were allowed 
by election officers to treat the proscriptive 
provision as a dead letter. 
TI e Republican 
majority has not diminished, but local causes 
have larger effect upon the results of these 
April elections in Rhode Island than would 
be manifest in a larger state. 
In a Preside!)
